There was a pupil 
named Mary Labelle Pepin, No. 051, who entered 
Youville School in 1931 and is last shown on the 
return for the quarter ended September 50, 1959, and 
marked -- "Has left the Reserve -- now at Morl 
Agency". Possibly this is the girl to whom you refer 
but on checking the September quarter return of the 
Morley Indian Residential School there is no mention 
of her having been admitted to that school. 


There is no record in the returns of 
Sam Labelle. Before writing to Morley I should 
appreciate it if you would let me know if Mary Labelle 
Pepin is the girl to whom you refer in your letter of 
the 7th instant.

There are 7 school children in the Morley Indian 
Hospital suffering from T. it is very probable that they 
will remain there for an extended pebiod. There were 6 but 
one died a few days ago, however I am pleased to state thet 
there appears to be considerable improvement in the condition 
of most of the patients. 


would like to mention thet excellent progress 
School in the manual training classes, 

the older boys are showi wonderful response in the making 
f various articles ( household things), such as Medicine 
Cabinets etc. but whet struck me most were the Kitchen Cabinets 
of which there were seven all completed, with the exception 
of 3 which still need the small handled and the ¢] 5 in 
the doors. 


They are all the seme size and style they 
measure 42 in. by 24 in. x 68 in. high in the lower part. 
There are 2 cupboards and two drawers and above the table 
top there is another cupboard with glass doors opening in 
middle, with hooks for hanging cups and smell beading 
inside near the back to set pletes on their edges

These cabinets are very well mede and are attractively 
wets: in verious colors, I would estimate them to be worth 
least $ 25.00 each. 


The boys are very proud of their work and they 
will be allowed to teke them home at the end of the school year. 
In my opinion this line of training should be encouraged. 

I would suggest that further materials should be furnished for 
next years manual training but,I think they should get their 
supplies during the summer vacation,in order that they can 
commence immediately in the new school year end also in time 
to allow the lumber to become properly dried out { most of the 
lumber purchased nowadays is very green). 


I cannot say that the progress in the class 
room is anything wonderful,the majority of the children are 
just mediocre but there seems to be a few bright pupils. 


The sewing classes sre doing very good work, 
repairing elothes and making over 014 clothes into various 
useful garments,this is very good training, there is also @ 
beadwork class one afternoon each week, when the giras are 
shown how to make leather goods, gloves, mitte, mocassins 
and the like, with bead trimmings, some of the work is very 
good both in design and workmanship

We have just received a report from Wl 
Acting Indien Agent, Morley, Alberta, concerning « council meeting 
held October 15, 1946, to discuss school matters in the ayency. 
e report reads as follows:- 


"I pointed out to the meeting that there were a number 
of vacancies for pupils at the school and asked them to get the 
school filled to capacity without any further deley. @ still have 
room for about 20 pupils. 


"I explained thet I had discussed this important matter 
with the Inspector, Mr. G, H. Gooderham, and that all Family Allow- 
ances for children of school age would be withheld until the Morley 
Indian Residential School was filled to capacity. That only those 
who had made application for admission for their children would be 
paid on the grounds of no available room with the exception of those 
refused or unable to attend for medical reasons. This stateuent was 
in connection with children living in Morley and did not apply to 
children residing in the Nordegg or Pekisko areas. 


"Eddie Hunter read a report regarding education which 
was aubmitted by the Alberta Indian Association to the joint committee 
of the House of Commons and the Senate this spring in which they ask 
for an addition to the present classrooms of another two rooms for 
day classes. 


"There was quite a discussion by the Indians on this 


matter. 
"Chief Enos Hunter asked "If e child was attend:

"Enos Hunter said there were lots of complaints. He 
Said some of the boys who are now in school asked one of the 
members of the school staff, ‘How much money am I getting for 
working half days doing chores at the school?' The answer was 
"You get nothing. You are working for your clothe: 

"He continued, 'I asked one of the older girl pupils, 
‘Are you getting proper education?’ She answered 'No,' She also 
Said ‘We older girls have never been in the class room for two 
years," 


"Another pupil told Enos Hunter thet she did not like 
the school because ‘we get too much Games and playing and not 
enough time in school work.' 


Alex baptiste said 'I have four children in school 
and since « Staley went away the conditions are getting worse,' 
He said the clothing issued to the children is very poor und 
yesterday he had to buy clothing for two of his children because 
the clothing they had on was not good enough te keep them warm, 


"Tom Kaquitts said he asked two Indians, Moses 
Chiniquay and Noah doat, why they did not have their children in 
school, Chiniquay said his boy Leonard was at school but during 
the last two years he was only in the class room once or twice a 
week and the rest of the time he was doing outsidewwork. He said 
he got the same reply from Noah Goat. 


"Tom Simeon says he had one girl age 15 years, who 
should be in school. Asked ‘Why is she not in school now?’ he 
replied ‘She cannot get along with the staff at the school, always 
trouble and he said they don't get enouch class room work und most 


of the time they have to do work end that is what causes the 
trouble, 


"John bearspaw seid he had two girls in school. One 
was in for eight years. He was satisfied with her. ‘The other was 
also in school for eight years and when she finished school her 
education was very poor, He said he asked her why she hadn't 
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learned more and she replied that the lest two years she was in 
school she never went to the class room but was kept doing chores 
ell the tim. 


"He continued, I have a boy eight years old but I 
hesitate to send him to school because I cannot be sure but that 
when he is old enough he will be made te do chores when he should 
be doing school work like the white children, 


ba quite a number of Indians started to talk and 
said they wanted to get « day school. Nearly all the Indians 
present at the meeting said they favored a day school. 


"The chiefs and couucillors went on record all stating 
they wished to see a day school opened as soon as possible which 
would operate in conjunction with the present residential school. 


"David Simeon said that all his children hed finished 
school, They all liked to g toe school but he did not like 
Tesidential school, When he was young he went to school for two 


years and he liked it. He said a little work is alright but not 
too much. He liked to see children well fed and well clothed. 


"John Powderface said he wanted to see all the children 
get 12 educated and he would be in favor of anything that would 
improve conditions, He was 100 per cent in favor of a day school. 


“He said that half a day in the school room is no good. 
Sometimes the parents have to leave the deserve to mske a living 
and if they had to go away they could leave the children in the 
residential school and take them home when they return to the 
Reserve. 


"He said that in his opinion if a child had to gst a 
geod education it should be in the class room all day because a 
child could not learn enough doing only half days. 


"He said that at present the food at the school was 
not sufficient and the children do not get enough butter. This 
is the condition since mr. aley left. He said that the reason 
the children are running away from the school is that the matron 
is mean with them, He was told this reason by one of the girls. 
hen asked for the cirl's name he replied ‘Reba Mark',

"I then gave them a talk regarding the value of 
education and told them that as they knew we had a brand new 
staff at the school and thet the staff were doing their best 
under certain difficulties and asked for the co-operation of 
every Indian perent. 


"I told them that I wanted everyone to make 
application for admission for their children and also said that 
if we got more applications than we could accommodate I would be 
pleased and then I would go after the Department to make some 
arrangements to take care of the overflow, but that up to the 
present time my problem has been to got sufficient children 
to fill the school, 


"However I said I would ask the Departuent to giv 
serious consideration to their proposal to open up a day school. 


The meeting was closed at 7 p.m."

I must inform you that somewhat of a serious 
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occurance happened this afternoon, the launhiry building catching 
fire, which we were only able to prevent from spreading, with some 
difficulty. 

No demage, or loss has occured as the whole 
of the flames were around the engine, and up the stairway, and I 
think that they largely consisted of spilt gasoline ,oil, and 
grease, which gathers round the engi It just happened that the 
whole of the staff were close by, and their prompt action doubtless 
saved the whole school, Had the laundry got a good start we could 
have never saved the school building. 

I should say the Indian Department last fall 


asked me for a list of fire buckets and details of this kind. I 


sent my report pointing out that nothing suitable to put out fires 


seemeto have been provided, and only last week, we received from 
Mr, Graham, Regina, four fire pails, and a five gallon tank with 
a pump in it. 

These things afford us a very small protection, 
and a couple of dozen buckets and hooks would be none to many, and 
in addition to this the engine at the foot of the stairs is ina 
very dark place, and we cannot keep a pressure on the tank. On 
this occasion we had to use the soft water tank. 

“ I am afraid that I must urge that the present 
risks in the matter of fire protection, and such matters, be placed

help if a fire gong could be placed on the building, In_ny report 
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to the Indian Department ( which y asked for direct) I mentioned 
these things, and hoped that they would give the subject consider- 
ation, 

Such an occurance that happened this afternoon, 
could not have happened at the Agricultural School, or the Roman 
Catholic school. Their engines are both in fire proof rooms. In 
our case the fire got into the plaster walls under the stairway, 
and we had to make holes in the wall to get at it. 

The outbreak occured just at four oclock, all the 
boys and most of the girls were out for the afternoon with their 
parents, the whole of the steff happanéd'to be on hand, the matrone 
in the sewing room, Mr. Pardee and myself in the kitchen, and Mr, 
Shaw at the engine at the time. Mr. Shaw rushed outof the bui 
ing with his overalls in flames, which the Matrons caught sight of. 
Just how it started is not quite clear, Mr.Shaw happened to have 
a@ new suit of overalls on, Had it been Smith I do not think he 
could have put the flames out, 

You will, I am sure understand, that an occurance of 
this kind makes us doubly careful,

Your letter dated January Sth enclosing copy of 
Dre Corbett's report on his inspection of the children at 
the 614 Sun School and ths Sarces School received. 

These serious mtters were considered by our 
executive comuittes yesterday, and I enclose herewith the 
Comittée's action on the commmications noted. The 
Committee's action is so very fuli that I do not think it 
necessary to add much by way of ther comment. I need 
only emphasize the point that the directions of the local 
joctor were carrisd out by the mmbers of the steff snd

I have just received your letter of May 5., (No. 
104-1-1), in which you have embodied adverse opinions of 
certain members of our staff at the Old Sun School, especially 
those who are more directly responsible for the care of the 


live stock and the Operations and general management of the 
farm. 


In reply I should like to assure you that any 
requests which you may forward to me will always receive 
prompt and careful consideration, and be followed by action, 
so far as possible, along the line which you have suggested. 


With regard to the agents in question at the 014 
Sun School, I consider it my duty to inform you that in my 
Opinion they are all fully qualified to Gischarge the positions 
which they hold. Mr. Gibney, the Acting-Prinoipal, as well as 
Missionary on the Reserve, may not have had a great deal of 
farming experience, but this fact was taken into consideration 
by our Society when they gave to Mr. Kemp the position of Vice- 
Principal, and by the appointment of practical men to the 
positions of Farmer and Farm Inetructor. 


As the School was not, until last year, provided 
with anything like adequate farming equipment, and has not 
even now a barn of any description, or stabl ing accommodation 
suitable for housing stock, I do not thin} that either Mr. 
Brown, the Farmer, o¥ Mr. Stone, the Farm Instructor, have had 
a fair chance to show what they can do. In addition to the 
difficulty which seasons of protracted drought present in that 
vicinity, our farm at the 01d Sun School borders on land over- 
grown with Russian thistle, which the Indians on the serve to 


whom it has been assigned have made But feeble efforts to 
eradicate.

With further reference to your letters of Oct. 18th 
and 25th (104-1-1) and the communication already addressed to 
you from this office on Oct. 21st, relative to the report from 
Mr. Indian Agent Gooderham, that more careful consideration 
should be given to the general management at the 014 Sun School, 
I beg to state that upon my return to Winnipeg after visiting 


our Society's Schools between here and Alert Bay, I referred 
this report to the Principal snd asked him for a statement in 
connection with the same. In his reply dated Nov. 4th, he 
writes, in part, as follows:- 


" Mx. Hewett who came to assist during my absence states in 
a@ letter which he left behind for my information that ‘the 
children have been very good, though it was some time before 
they ell returned to School after the affair at Cluny‘. 
The affair mentioned was the unveiling of the monument to 
Crowfoot, to which it was ordered that the School children 
gather. The parents conveyed their several children to this 
spot about 12 or 14 miles distant, and some of them did not 
bring their children back at onc@e..++e+e+ For a day or 80 
this confused the routine of the School and during this 
period Dr. Stone visited the School and noticed this 
confusion, also a certain want of cooperation amongst certain 
members of the staff." 


In this letter the Principal also states that the Indian Agent 
was aware of the fact of his going away, and suggested that he 
should take some extra time away, and not merely go and return 
immediately. I am furnishing you with the above information in 
order that you may be assured of the fact that the report of the 
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Indian Agent has received our careful consideration. It will also 
indicate to you that the apparent lack of order was partly due 

to the breaking up of the usual school routine in connection with 
the unveiling of the monument referred to. I am pleased to be 
able to report that any lack of cooperation which may have 
existed at the time referred to by the Indian Agent, has been 
completely remedied, and I have every reason to believe that the 
discipline and conditions in general at this School are such as 
would command the approval of your Department.

During my recent visit to the Blackfoot Reserve, the 
Teachers of the temporary Day Schools who were members of the 
staff of the Old Sun School before it was destroyed by fire, 
desireg to know if your Department would be responsible for 
their Salary allowances during the two months holiday period. 
They directed my attention to your letter of Oct. 18th in which 
you stated that your Department would be responsible for the 
Teachers salaries for the 10 months of the teaching year. As 
the new building to replace the 014 Sun School is not likely to 
be ready for occupation when the 10 months have elapsed, the 
Teachers and Miss Robson who is living with Miss Hauver who is 
in charge of the School at the West end of the reserve are 
naturally anxious to kmow whether they will receive any salary 
allowance for their holiday period or not. I undertook to 
ascertain this information from your Department, and will be 
obliged if you will furnish me with your decision in connection 
with the same. It seems to me that the 3 agents concerned, 
namely, Mr. Gibney, Miss Hauver and Miss Robson are deserving of 
every consideration which can be shown to them, as they are 
discharging a duty of the highest value and under exceptionally 
trying circumstances. It would be a comfort and an encouragement 
to them to mow that their salary allowances would be provided for 
the two months in question, and I trust that this action may be 
taken by your Department.

The Indians are better off than many of their white 
neighbors; they have well run boarding schools where there 
are teachers, good food and good clothes. Many white schools 
are closed because no teachers are available and even if the 
schools were open the children would travel miles each day to attend 
Classroom work has been found to compare very favorably with 
white schools in equal grades and »esides the class work, Indian 
children get wer training that many whites can never get. 
The trend in neighboring white schools is to form large units 
with dormitories and vocational training added to the basic 
three R's. The trend is towards the Indian boarding school 
system rather than away from it. The Blackfoot see this now and 
are showing more appreciation of their schools.

There were 200 pupils attending the two residenéial 
Indian Schools and 3 attending the Gleiohen iiigh School. 


The Mumps epidemic did not break up the routine very 
badly at the boarding schools; classroom work went on as usual 
and was much of the same calibre. 


At the Crowfoot School, dormitory space was inoreased by 
ovine the quarters of the senior matron of boys and @irls ine 
to the halway and very comfortable and well ventilated rooms 
were erected over the stairways at either end of the buildings. 
At this school, the girls are receiving training in typewriting 


and music as well as domestice and sewing; the boys are not 80 
munuxk fortunate; they receive good training in care of stock 
but no manual training. The Principal ie anxious to supply this 
when a competent instructor can be found. 


Despite the fact that there are over 100 children in this 
school (30 over the crant) they are very comfortably housed and 
very well fed. The Pri noipal and Sister Superior deserve all 
the credit. 


T juns School is also running amoothly; the Principal 
Reve Je use, 18 & Gapale administrator. He secured the 
ervices of a qualified manual training instruotor and the 
eS are now rece‘ving reguler trainings 


There is a need for trained carpenters and mechanics on 
this reserve and it is our expectation that a few boys 
will graduate from year to é will make carpentry or 
allied trades their vocation after some ARE @ renticeship. 


The boys attending high Sehool did very well this term 
They proved one thing, that y can do well when made to apply 
themselves to this worke

The class room work wasn't So good at either school as in 
1944-45, Changes in teaching sfaffs brought less qualified 
persons to this important work. The Indians are conscious of 
this, but during the war years they have made ellowances, 
There were no pupils in either school who Would pass into 
Grade IX. The three boys who attanded Gleichen High School 
wrote Grade IX. The results are not out but the principal 
states they were capable of leading their class when they 


worked; we did our bit to keep them working and hope they 
made it. 


At the Old Suns School, the training in carpentry, 
farming and care of stock is particularly good. Ex-pupils 
get employment and show the results of this. These schools 
should turn out some boys who dould most of the repair 
work on the reserve. On the £ ackfoot Heserve, there is 
enough carpentering and painting to keep two or three men 
employed. The generation of Indian carpenters is now past 
ork; they were the product of industrial schools at the 
eginning of this century. We must produce more like them. 


One could go on at length about the education of Indian. 
It will, I think, be conceded that the grant must be increased, 
the calibre of staffs raised and a@ definite contract made with 


the churches that run schools, before definite results can be 
expected or demanded,

This Band, by the surrender of a lar 

portion of their reserve in 1911, has now the larcest 
Band Fund, I believe, of any band in Canada. At the 
same time, from that date the Band has paid for practical- 
ly everything that was done for and on behalf of the 
Indians of the Band from this fund. Aside from the two 

. schools, the Agency Office and the homes of the Superin- 
tendent and one clerk, all other buildings on the reserve 
are the property of the Band. For many years there was 


expended from bard Funds, on behalf of the Band, for various 
services which included staff and medicalization, as well 
as programs of development, an annual amount of approxim- 
ately $150,000.00, 


During recent years the expenditures from 
the Fund have risen for the same services that they were 
formerly receiving until the necessary expenditure for 
the year 1948/49 is about $250,000.00. thelr surrender 
agreement the indians were prepared to pay the salaries 
of added staff to carry out a farming and ranching pro- 
gram, and this program was commenced in 1912. It is not 

sary to elaborate on this, as we are all aware that 
sosts of farming have increased tremendously duri ng 
the interim. 


The services which the Indians were pre- 
pared to supply themselves have since been supplied to 
most other reserves from appropriated funds. In 1925 the 
Band erected a hospital, amd from that date has paid all 
operating expenses, includi ng the salaries of a resident 
doctor and staff. ‘This was done voluntarilye They also 
paid for outside hospitalization, including care in sana- 
toria over a period of years. nce 1925 they have seen 
the medical services on behalf of Indians ¢ adually grow 
in extent and expense until today it is no 
most expensive service on 1alf of the 
are now receiving free hospitalization at the 
Hospital for tubercular patients, but all other medicalim- 
tion and hospitalization is still charged to their account. 
They have noted, furthermore that Bands of Indians s ilarly 
situated have received all these services at no cost to 
them, because they did not turn their land capital into 
a ldquid capital. This has given them food for thought.

The Blackfoot are very proud of their ability to pay their 
own way, but the cost has now become so great, it is wondered 
if it is fair to allow them to continue to do so. 


This brings us back to the advance for the 
erection of the Residential schoole The Indians will un- 
doubtedly continue to press for payment, as they must in- 
crease their capital and revenue to meet their obligations. 


If the salaries of necessary staff could be 
paid from appropriation, a heavy load would be taken off 
the Band Funds. The existing condition is not a healthy 
one, nor does it appear to be entirely fair. Staff is 
employed without consulting the Indians who pay the salaries, 
and it is increasingly evident that the better educated 
Indians object vehemently to this. It is argued that if 
they have to pay for the staff, they should have some say 
as to who will be hired and the salary that will be paid. 


Insofar as hospitalization and medicalization 
are concerned, the Band, through its Council, have indicated 
that they will meet this obligation, as they were the first 
to have started hospitalization in the country. Whether or 
not the resident doctor and nurses in the hospital can be 
called necessary staff is debatable. The Indians believe 
that a resident doctor is part of the necessary staff of an 


Indian Reserve, and that if other members of the staff are 
paid from appropriation, then the salary of the doctor should 
be paid. 


The foregoing is brought to your attention, 
Mr. Hoey, because there is no desire on the part of anyone, 
I am sure, to wilfully exploit this band, but unwittingly 
there may be a tendency to do so, and now is the time to 
curb such @ movée ev

In 1929 the Old Sun Kesidential School was 
under construction on the Bleckfoot Indien Reserve and 
funds were not avei le to complete the project. There- 
fore the following resolution was passed by the Blackfoot 
Band: 


"we, the undersigned, members of the Blackfeet Indien 
tribe, and living on the Bleckfoot k rve, Gleichen,

Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, submitting that 
the main building of the Old Sun Indian Residential School 


¢ on the Blackfoot Indian Reserve, in the Province of Alberta, 
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was destroyed by fire in June, 1928, The Blackfoot Indian 
Band, wishing to expedite replacement, petitioned the 
department to take from its funds whatever was necessary 
to proceed with a new building at an early date. For the 
current fiscal year, Parliament provided $40,000. towards 
the replacement. 

As the amount required, however, is $120,000. the 
Minister recommends thet authority be granted for an ex- 
penditure of $80,000. from the interest funds of the said 
Blackfoot Band, which now amount to $880,474.79, under 
Section 93 of the Indian Act. 

The Minister states that it is proposed that this 
amount should be refunded to the band within the next 
two fiscal years in conformity with the department's 
policy that all cost of Indianeducation should be de- 
frayed from public nds, 

The Committee concur in the f regoing recommendation

School on this Reserve, which was rently destroyed 


by fire. 
"We, further, beg to suggest thet sufficient monies

AS a result of this resolution, the attached 
Order-in-Council was passed.

We are now advised by Mr. Gooderham that the 
Council of the Blackfoot Band is inquiring as to when 
this amount will be paid and also if interest will be 
allowed on it. Mr. Gooderham advises the Indians will 
undoubtedly continue to press for payment as they must 
increase their capital end revenue to meet added oblig- 
ations from their Bend Funds. 


In egain asking reconsideration of your

While the Urder in Council, which authorized this 
loan from the Interest funds of this Rand of Indians, pro- 
ided that the loan was to be repeid within two years, it 
seems that no action has been taken until the current fiscal 
year towards meeting this provisionat the Urder in Council. 
Ynder the circumstances, it would be appreciated if you 
would submit for the information of the Board, detailed 
explanations for not repaying this loan within the period 
specified in the Order in Council, and thus allowing interest 
to accumulate to the substantial amount of #72,668.49. 


From a review of the above Order in Vouncil the 
only explanation which seems to have been advanced in sup- 
port of the loan was that the Indian Band had requested the 
Department to take from its funds whetever was necessary to 
proceed with the building required et an early date. The 
Band's request was apparently granted in view of the fact 
thet Parliament provided only $40,000.00 for this purpose, 
whereas an expenditure of $120,000.00 was required. How- 
ever, as it has not been the policy of the vovernment to 
make loans from indian Band Funds, the question has come 
up as to whether it was not considered feasible at the time 
to request Farliament to provide additional sums for this 
purpose. It would be appreciated, therefore, if you could 
review for the information of the Board the circumstances 
which led to the necessity of making this loan.

I acknowledge your letter of October 8, 1948, 
in which you ask whether an amount appropriated by Vote 772 
of the Appropriation Act, No. 4, 1947-48, may be paid into 
the Revenue (Interest) Account of the Blackfoot Band of 
Indians. I understand that the purpose of the proposed 
payment into the Revenue (Interest) Account is to reimburse 
the Blackfoot Band in respect of moneys from that account 
that were used in 1930 for the construction of an Indian 
School. 


Vote 772 provides certain moneys for the 
purpose of "Indian Education". In my opinion, this Vote 
does not authorize the transfer or the crediting of any 
amount to the Revenue (Interest) Account of the Blackfoot 
Band, and this may legally be done only pursuant to 
statutory authority which may be provided by a specific item 
in an appropriation Act.

This will refer to your Minister's 
recommendation of August 23, 1948, for authority to reimburse 
the interest fund of the Blackfoot Band of Indians with the 
sum of $152,668.49, being the principle borrowed with accrued 
interest from Jenuery 29, 1930, to March 31, 1948. 


As there was some doubt that this expenditure 
could legally be made from the Vote for Indian Education, it 
was decided to obtain an opinion from the Department of 
Justice. That Department has now advised that the above Vote 
does not authorize the transfer or the crediting of any amount 
to the Revenue (Interest) Account of the Blackfoot Band, and 
that this may legally be done only pursuant to statutory 
authority which may be provided by a specific item in the 
Appropriation Act. A y of Mr. Varcoe's letter is attached 
for your information, 


In view of Mr. Varcoe's opinion, the Board have 
taken no action with respect to this recommendation, and in 
order to make it possible for you to reimburse this Interest 
Account, it will be necessary for you to submit a specific

It is understood that the Indian Agency in Gleichen, 
under the Department of Indian Affairs, has indicated a desire 
to cooperate with the Bow Valley School Division in this matter 
in order that courses in Farm and Home Mechanics for the boys and 
Home Economics for the girls may ye offered in the Crowfoot 
Indian School and the 01d Sun Indian School. If this materializes 
it is proposed to offer these courses in the following centres - 
Cluny, Arrowwood, Hussar, Crowfoot Indian School in Cluny, and 
the Old Sun Indian School in Gleichen.
